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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment to claim 73 would render the claim indefinite due to lack of antecedent basis for "the 
E2 ... genes" in the claims from which claim 73 depends. It is suggested that reference to "E2 ... genes" be deleted. In addition, due to the 
amendment of proposed claim 45, proposed claim 85 is a substantial duplicate of claim 45, and would be objected to for that reason. It is 
suggested that either claim 35 be canceled or amended so that it is not a substantial duplicate of claim 45 or any other claim. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The proposed amendments have not been 
entered, the evidence provided has not been considered, and Applicant has not provided new and convincing arguments. In addition, the 
enablement rejection traversed by Applicant was set forth by and has already been decided by the Board of Interferences, which decision 
Applicant did not appeal.
